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PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a prize exchange 
method and system utilizing an internet which facilitates 
accommodation to the replacing of prizes. 
SOLUTION: The prize exchange system is constituted of 
a terminal 3 on the side of a customer connected to a 
computer network 2 such as internet and a server 1 on 
the side of a trader which is connected to the terminal 3 
through the computer net work 2 to display images of 
prizes, points necessary for the exchanging of the prizes 
and the inventory thereof on a display part 3d of the 
terminal 3. Then, the prizes desired for exchange are 
selected from the terminal 3 while a game parlor from 
which the prizes are received is designated, the terminal 
3 notifies the server 1 of the information on the prizes 
selected and the reception-designated game parlor.

CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] Whenever a customer purchases goods, a vender gives a customer the point of a point 
size according to the sales amount of goods. It is the premium exchange method of giving the 
mark which shows the point to a point card, and receiving the premium according to the point 
size to which the point card was covered with the customer in exchange for a point card If the 
data of the point size of a point card are transmitted to the server by the side of a vender after 
accessing the server by the side of a vender through a computer network from the terminal by 
the side of a customer In the server by the side of a vender, by collating a point size with a 
database A point size required for the picture of the premium which can be exchanged, and 
exchange at the present point size. The premium exchange method of having used the computer 
network characterized by what the data of an inventory situation are shown to the display 
screen of a terminal, and the store which receives a premium while choosing the premium which 
wishes exchange from the content of a display of the display screen at the terminal by the side 
of a customer is specified, and is notified to a server. 

[Claim 2] When the information on the premium exchanged for a server from the terminal by the 
side of a customer is transmitted, a server is the premium exchange method of having used the 
computer network according to claim 1 characterized by updating the data of the inventory 
situation of the premium memorized in the database. 

[Claim 3] The server by the side of a vender is the premium exchange method of having used the 
computer network according to claim 1 characterized by arranging and showing according to an 
exchange point size in case the data of the picture of a premium, its exchange point size, and an 
inventory situation are shown to the display screen of a terminal. 

[Claim 4] It is the premium exchange system which a vender gives a customer the point of a 
point size according to the sales amount of goods, gives the mark which shows the point to a 
point card, and receives the premium according to the point size to which the point card was 
covered with the customer in exchange for a point card whenever the customer characterized by 
providing the following purchases goods. It is the database which has a point input means to 
input the point size of the present [ it consists of a terminal by the side of the customer 
connected through a computer network, and a server by the side of a vender, and / terminal / 
aforementioned ] of a point card, and memorizes the data of the exchange point size which 
needs the aforementioned server for the picture of a premium, and exchange, and an inventory 
situation. An exchange information input means is equipped with a premium information 
presentation means show the display screen of a terminal the data of the picture of the premium 
which can be exchanged, an exchange point size, and an inventory situation with the present 
point size by collating with a database the point size inputted with the aforementioned point 
input means, specifies the store which receives a premium while choosing the premium which 
expects exchange of the aforementioned terminal from the content of a display of the display 
screen, and notify to the aforementioned server. 

[Claim 5] The premium exchange system using the computer network according to claim 4 
characterized by preparing a renewal means of data to update the data of the inventory situation 
of the premium memorized by the database in a server according to the information on the 
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premium inputted by the exchange information input means. 

[Claim 6] A premium information presentation means is a premium exchange system using the 
computer network according to claim 4 characterized by arranging and showing according to an 
exchange point size in case the data of the picture of a premium, its exchange point size, and an 
inventory situation are shown to the display screen of a terminal.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[The technical field to which invention belongs] this invention relates to the premium exchange 

method of having used the Internet, and its equipment. 

[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] Before, the point card system for the sales promotion whose 
vender of various goods gives privileges, such as a premium and discount, with the point size 
according to the sales amount to a customer is offered. Whenever it published the point card 
with which a vender consists of a magnetic card to a customer and a customer purchased goods, 
when the accumulating totals of the point size which the vender was storing the point size 
according to the sales amount of goods in the point card, and was memorized by the point card 
reached predetermined mark, it was made to give privileges, such as various kinds of premiums 
and discount, in this kind of system. 
[0003] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] Although the throwaway which carried the premium 
was created and the customer was supplied widely in the above-mentioned system in order to 
make a customer know the premium offered in exchange for a point size, when the prepared 
premium was sold out or an unpopular premium was renewed, the throwaway needed to be 
reprinted each time, and there was a problem that it could not respond to run out or exchange of 
a premium easily. Therefore, a premium could not be renewed frequently and there was a case 
where the effect of the charm of a premium declining and raising a customer s purchase volition 
was not acquired enough. Moreover, all the premiums needed to be prepared for each store and 
there was a problem that the storage space of a premium was needed at each store so that a 
premium could be passed to the customer who came to the store to exchange of a premium on 
that spot. 

[0004] Succeeding in this invention in view of the above-mentioned trouble, the place made into 
the purpose is to offer the premium exchange method and premium exchange system using the 
Internet which can respond to exchange of a premium easily. 
[0005] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] In order to attain the above-mentioned purpose, in invention of 
a claim 1 Whenever a customer purchases goods, a vender gives a customer the point of a point 
size according to the sales amount of goods. It is the premium exchange method of giving the 
mark which shows the point to a point card, and receiving the premium according to the point 
size to which the point card was covered with the customer in exchange for a point card. If the 
data of the point size of a point card are transmitted to the server by the side of a vender after 
accessing the server by the side of a vender through a computer network from the terminal by 
the side of a customer In the server by the side of a vender, by collating a point size with a 
database A point size required for the picture of the premium which can be exchanged, and 
exchange at the present point size. It is characterized by what the data of an inventory situation 
are shown to the display screen of a terminal, and the store which receives a premium while 
choosing the premium which wishes exchange from the content of a display of the display screen 
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at the terminal by the side of a customer is specified, and is notified to a server. In the server by 
the side of a vender, since the picture of a premium, its exchange point size, and the inventory 
situation are shown to the display screen of a terminal By being able to respond easily only by 
changing the content shown to the display screen, when a premium is renewed or run out of a 
premium occurs, and renewing a premium frequently, the charm of a premium can be heightened 
and a customer's attractiveness to consumers can be raised. Furthermore, in the server by the 
side of a vender, since only the information on the premium which can be exchanged is shown to 
the display screen of a terminal with the present point size, it can prevent that the premium 
which makes selection of a premium easy and exceeds the present point size is chosen by 
narrowing down the alternative of a premium. Since what is necessary is just to deliver the 
premium chosen as the store which specified the store which receives a premium from the 
terminal by the side of a customer, and was specified moreover, it is necessary to prepare no 
premiums for each store, and there is no need of securing the storage space of a premium in 
each store. 

[0006] In invention of a claim 2, if the information on the premium exchanged for a server from 
the terminal by the side of a customer is transmitted in invention of a claim 1 , a server can 
prevent that a customer chooses the premium with which stock became zero by being 
characterized by updating the data of the inventory situation of the premium memorized in the 
database, and updating the inventory situation of a premium on real time. 

[0007] In invention of a claim 3, in invention of a claim 1, since it is characterized by arranging 
and showing according to an exchange point size and the picture and inventory situation of a 
premium are collectively shown according to an exchange point size in case the data of the 
picture of a premium, its exchange point size, and an inventory situation are shown to the display 
screen of a terminal, the server by the side of a vender can follow an exchange point size as a 
guide, and can choose a premium. 

[0008] In invention of a claim 4, whenever a customer purchases goods, a vender gives a 
customer the point of a point size according to the sales amount of goods. It is the premium 
exchange system which gives the mark which shows the point to a point card, and receives the 
premium according to the point size to which the point card was covered with the customer in 
exchange for a point card. It consists of a terminal by the side of the customer connected 
through a computer network, and a server by the side of a vender, the aforementioned terminal It 
has a point input means to input the present point size of a point card, the aforementioned 
server By collating with a database the database which memorizes the data of the picture of a 
premium, an exchange point size required for exchange, and an inventory situation, and the point 
size inputted with the aforementioned point input means It has a premium information 
presentation means to show the display screen of a terminal the data of the picture of the 
premium which can be exchanged, an exchange point size, and an inventory situation with the 
present point size. The store which receives a premium while choosing as the aforementioned 
terminal from the content of a display of the display screen the premium which wishes exchange 
is specified. Since it was characterized by establishing an exchange information input means to 
notify to the aforementioned server and the premium information presentation means of a server 
has shown the display screen of a terminal the picture of a premium, its exchange point size, and 
the inventory situation By being able to respond easily only by changing the content shown to 
the display screen, when a premium is renewed or run out of a premium occurs, and renewing a 
premium frequently, the charm of a premium can be heightened and a customer's attractiveness 
to consumers can be raised. And since the premium information presentation means of a server 
has shown the display screen of a terminal only the information on the premium which can be 
exchanged with the present point size by collating with a database the point size inputted with 
the point input means, it can prevent that the premium which makes selection of a premium easy 
and exceeds the present point size is chosen by narrowing down the alternative of a premium. 
Furthermore, that what is necessary is just to deliver the premium chosen as the specified store, 
since the store which receives a premium was specified and it has notified to the server while 
choosing the premium which wishes exchange with the exchange information input means of a 
terminal, since it is not necessary to prepare all premiums for each store, there is no need of 
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securing the storage space of a premium in each store. 

[0009] In invention of a claim 5, it responds to the information on the premium inputted by the 
exchange information input means in invention of a claim 4. By being characterized by preparing 
a renewal means of data to update the data of the inventory situation of the premium memorized 
by the database in a server, and updating the data of the inventory situation of a premium that 
the renewal means of data was memorized by the database, on real time It can prevent that a 
customer chooses the premium with which stock became zero. 

[0010] In invention of a claim 6, in invention of a claim 4, in case a premium information 
presentation means shows the display screen of a terminal the data of the picture of a premium, 
its exchange point size, and an inventory situation, it is characterized by arranging and showing 
according to an exchange point size, since the premium information presentation means has 
presented the picture and inventory situation of a premium according to an exchange point size 
collectively, can follow an exchange point size as a guide, and can choose a premium. 
[0011] 

[Embodiments of the Invention] The form of operation of this invention is explained with 
reference to a drawing. Drawing 1 is the outline block diagram using the computer network of this 
operation form of a premium exchange system. This premium exchange system consists of 
servers 1 and 1 by the side of the vender connected through the computer networks 2, such as 
the Internet, or a terminal 3 by the side of two or more sets of customers. A server 1 has 
program storage section 1 b which memorizes a program of operation, and data-processing 
section 1 a which performs the program of operation memorized by program storage section 1 b, 
and the database 4 which memorizes the information on a customer or a premium is formed. 
Moreover, the terminal 3 is equipped with 3d of displays, such as CRT and LCD, as storage 
section 3b which memorizes programs of operation, such as browser software, data-processing 
section 3a which performs the program of operation memorized by storage section 3b, and input 
section 3c. such as a keyboard and a mouse. In addition, a terminal 3 consists of a personal 
computer with which for example, browser software was installed, a cellular phone which can 
perform data communication through the Internet. 

[0012] How to use this premium exchange system for below, and to provide it with a premium is 
explained with reference to drawing 2 . First, since a customer becomes the member of this 
premium exchange system, he performs member registration at the store (henceforth an 
affiliation store) which can use this premium exchange system (Step SI of drawing 2 ). That is, 
after receiving a member registration vote at an affiliation store and writing down a 
predetermined matter in this member registration vote, a member registration vote is submitted 
to the affiliation store (Step S2 of drawing 2 ). Drawing 3 shows an example of the member 
registration vote A, and the store name and member number (namely, the member ID for 
discriminating a customer) of an issue store are beforehand printed to this member registration 
vote A. Moreover, the block 1 1 for filling in the item of a customer's name, the address, the 
telephone number, a birth date, a mail address (e-mail address), a password, etc. is formed in the 
member registration vote A by the block [ which fills in the date of issue of a point card by the 
issue store side ], and customer side. 

[0013] In a store side, while sending this member registration vote A to the operator of this 
premium exchange system after entering the date of issue in the member registration vote A if 
the member registration vote A is received from a customer, a point card is published to a 
customer (Step S3 of drawing 2 ). Drawing 4 is an example of the point card B, the store name 
and member number (member ID) of an issue store are beforehand printed by the point card B, 
and block 12a for filling in the date of issue of a point card by the issue store side and signature 
column 12b for a customer filling in his name are prepared. Moreover, pasting column 12c for 
sticking the seal given by the vender according to the purchase amount of money of goods at 
the time of goods purchase is prepared in the point card B. In addition, the store name and card 
number of an issue store which were printed by the point card B are the same as the store name 
of an issue store and card number which were printed by the member registration vote A. 
[0014] If the member registration vote A is sent from each affiliation store, after the operator of 
this premium exchange system will register the written content of the member registration vote 
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A into a database 4 (step S4 of drawing 2 ), from a server 1 , an e-mail is transmitted to a 
customer through a computer network, and it notifies that member registration was carried out 
(Step S5 of drawin g 2 ). On the other hand, a customer receives the e-mail transmitted through 
the computer network 2 using the terminal 3 from the server 1. and receives the notice of 
member registration (Step 86 of drawing 2 ). Here, a customer's Member ID and password are 
indicated by the e-mail which notifies member registration, and a customer can peruse the 
homepage for members established by the server 1 using these members ID and the password. 
Thus, since a member's information indicated by the member registration vote A is registered 
into a database 4, using member information, to a member, various kinds of information by the e- 
mail can be offered, or a customer s needs can be collected. 

[0015] Then, whenever a customer purchases goods at the shop front of an affiliation store 
(Step S7 of drawin g 2 ), in a member s store, the seal of a point size according to the sales 
amount of goods is passed to a customer, and a customer sticks the received seal on seal 
pasting column 12c of the point card which consists of a paper medium (Step S8 of drawing 2 ). 
In addition, although the seal is passed with this operation gestalt as a mark whose vender gives 
a customer the point of a point size according to the sales amount of goods, and shows him the 
point whenever a customer purchases goods Instead of passing a seal, a stamp may be made 
only for the number according to the point size to seal at a point card, and like [ in the case of 
using the point card which consists of a magnetic card ], since it is not necessary to install a 
reader writer in each store, the cost at the time of system introduction can be reduced. 
[0016] By the way, if URL (Uniform Resource Locator) of the homepage established by the 
server 1 by the browser of the terminal 3 by the side of a customer is specified (step S9 of 
drawing 2 ), a server 1 will transmit the HTML (Hyper Text Markup Language) file of specified 
URL to a terminal 3. That is, data-processing section la of a server 1 sends out the HTML file of 
a member receptionist screen to a terminal 3, and displays a member receptionist screen as 
shown in 3d of displays of a terminal 3 at drawing 5 . At this time, a customer moves cursor to 
each blocks 1 3a, 1 3b, and 1 3c of a member receptionist screen using input section 3c as a point 
input means, and inputs a card number (namely, the member ID), a password, and the present 
point size (Step S1 1 of drawing 2 ). If in agreement with the data with which Member ID and the 
password which were inputted from the terminal 3 were registered into the database 4, data- 
processing section la of a server 1 will send out the HTML file of the homepage for members to 
a terminal 3, and will display the screen of the homepage for members on the display of a 
terminal 3 (Step S10 of drawing 2 ). 

[001 7] It is the screen of a premium list where drawing 6 shows the initial screen of the 
homepage for members, and this screen displays a list of a premium (Step SI 2 of drawin g 2 X On 
the right-hand side of this screen, the picture of a premium is put in order and displayed on 
three steps of upper and lower sides. The exchange point size required for the picture of two or 
more premiums and exchange of the premium as a premium of recommendation of for example, 
this moon is put in order and displayed on the upper case of the screen of drawing 6 , Moreover, 
the picture and its number of stock of the premium of ten points are put in order and displayed 
on the middle of a screen, and the picture and its number of stock of the premium of 20 points 
are put in order and displayed on the lower berth. In addition, the picture of the premium of 30 
points or more can also be displayed by making the screen of a premium list scroll from the 
terminal 3 by the side of a customer. Here, the server 1 is displaying on the display of a terminal 
3 only the data of the picture and exchange point size of the premium which can be exchanged, 
and an inventory situation with the point size inputted from the terminal 3 among the picture of 
the premium memorized by the database 4, or the data of the exchange point size and an 
inventory situation. In addition, when the point size present on a member receptionist screen is 
not inputted, a server 1 displays on the display of a terminal 3 the data of the picture and 
exchange point size of all the premiums memorized by the database, and an inventory situation. 
The program which shows 3d of displays of a terminal 3 the picture, its exchange point size, and 
the number of stock of a premium is memorized by program storage section lb of a server 1, and 
a premium information presentation means consists of this program here. 

[0018] moreover, the screen (for example, the premium list screen for choosing the premium for 
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which it indicates by list and a premium is exchanged — ) which a customer can use for the left- 
hand side of a screen The exchange reservation screen which reserves the reception day and 
receipt store of the selected premium, and the premium request screen requested as putting a 
desired article into a premium, The table of contents of the user information screen for making a 
check and correction of a mail address etc. of registration information, the ******** mail 
transmitting screen for transmitting mail to ********, the mail order screen for purchasing goods 
on-line, etc. is displayed. And if a customer operates a mouse, and makes it move to the position 
of the table of contents of a request of a mouse cursor and it clicks with a mouse. URL 
corresponding to each screen is sent out to a server 1 from a terminal 3, and a server 1 will send 
out the HTML file for displaying a desired screen to a terminal 3, and will display [ 3d / of 
displays of a terminal 3 ] a desired screen. 

[0019] Next, a server 1 is accessed through a computer network 2 from the terminal 3 by the 
side of a customer, and the processing at the time of reserving exchange of a premium is 
explained. It connects with a computer network 2 from the terminal 3 by the side of a customer 
like **** (Step SI 3 of drawing 2 ). and if URL of the homepage established by the server 1 by 
the browser of a terminal 3 is specified, a server 1 will send out the HTML file of the member 
receptionist screen specified by URL to a terminal 3, and will display a member receptionist 
screen (refer to drawing 5 ) on 3d of displays of a terminal 3. At this time, a customer moves 
cursor to each blocks 13a-13c of a member receptionist screen using input section 3c of a 
terminal 3, and inputs a card number (member ID), a password, and the present point size. And if 
in agreement with the data of the customer by whom the member ID inputted from the terminal 3 
and the password were registered into customer data **-SU 4, a server 1 will send out the 
HTML file of the homepage for members to a terminal 3, and will display the display screen of a 
premium list for example, on 3d of displays of a terminal 3 (Step SI 4 of drawing 2 ). 
[0020] Here, a customer can choose a desired premium from the screen of a premium list shown 
in drawing 6 . That is, if a customer drags even the reservation box 1 4 prepared in the lower right 
of a screen after operating a mouse and moving a mouse cursor to the position of the picture of 
a desired premium, it will be put into a desired premium into a reservation box. Here, a 
reservation box is a field which once stores the information on the premium which the customer 
chose, above-mentioned processing can be repeated and a desired premium can be chosen until 
a point size on hand becomes insufficient. In addition, when a customer chooses the premium of 
run out or chooses the premium exceeding a point size on hand, the message which tells that the 
mistaken premium was chosen is displayed on 3d of displays of a terminal 3. 
[0021] As mentioned above, if a customer operates a mouse, a mouse cursor is moved to the 
table of contents of an exchange reservation screen and it clicks after performing operation in 
which a customer puts 1 or two or more premiums into a reservation box in the display screen of 
a premium list, URL of an exchange reservation screen is specified with a terminal 3, and a 
server 1 sends out the HTML file on which the screen of exchange reservation is displayed to a 
customer's terminal 3. Drawing 7 shows the screen of exchange reservation and the picture of 
the premium of 1 into which it was put by the reservation box, or plurality (this operation gestalt 
for example, three pieces), and an exchange point size required for exchange of each premium 
are expressed as this screen. Moreover, the receipt day of a premium is inputted into the 
exchange reservation screen bottom, or the input columns 1 5a and 1 5b for specifying a receipt 
store are formed in it, cursor is moved to each input columns 15a and 15b using input section 3c 
as an exchange information input means, and a receipt day and a receipt store are inputted. And 
if the position of a mouse cursor is doubled and clicked to O.K. ** 1 5c prepared in the lower 
right of a screen when there is no correction in the selected premium, or the receipt day and 
receipt store which were inputted, the information on the premium chosen to the server 1 and 
the input data of a receipt day and a receipt store will be sent out, and exchange reservation of 
a premium will be performed (Step SI 5 of drawing 2 ). Moreover, if a customer moves cursor to 
the position of 1 5d of NG ** established in the lower right of a screen and it clicks, correction of 
the content of reservation, such as canceling the premium into which it was put by the 
reservation box, can be made. 

[0022] If the information on the premium which exchange reservation of a premium was 
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performed at the terminal 3 by the side of a customer, and was chosen as the server 1. a receipt 
day, and a receipt store is transmitted While data-processing section la of a server 1 updates 
information, such as an inventory situation of the premium memorized by the database 4, (Step 
SI 6 of drawin g 2 ) The sen/er manager (namely, operator of this premium exchange system) who 
manages a server 1 will ship the premium which the customer reserved to a receipt store by the 
receipt day (Step SI 7 of drawing 2 ). The program which updates information, such as an 
inventory situation of the premium memorized by the database 4, is memorized by program 
storage section lb of a server 1, and the renewal means of data consists of this program here. 
By the way, although you may make it the operator of this premium exchange system ship a 
premium directly at a receipt store, it may be made to supply a premium to each affiliation store 
from the contractor who supplies submaterials, such as wrapping and a point card, to an 
affiliation store, for example, and since such a contractor has supplied submaterials periodically 
to each affiliation store, he can reduce the delivery cost of a premium by delivering a premium at 
the time of delivery of submaterials. 

[0023] And if a customer visits the store specified to be the reception of a premium and shows a 
salesclerk a point card after the specified receipt day (Step SI 8 of drawing 2 ), in a receipt 
store, a salesclerk will check the point size of the seal appended to the point card, and will hand 
over a premium to a point card and exchange (Step SI 9 of drawing 2 ). While collecting the point 
cards which the customer brought in a receipt store at this time (Step S20 of drawin g 2 ), a new 
point card is published to a customer (Step S21 of drawing 2 ). Moreover, while collecting a 
customer's point cards from a receipt store to the operator of a premium exchange system, the 
information that it changed to the new point card is sent, and the operator of a premium 
exchange system updates a customer s registration information registered into the database 4 
(Steps S22 and S23 of drawing 2 ). In addition, if the exchange term of a premium draws near 
when the exchange term of a premium is being made into several months from the date of issue 
of for example, the point card B, the server 1 has transmitted the e-mail which notifies an 
exchange term to a customer (Step S24 of drawing 2 ), makes it able to know that the exchange 
term approached the customer, and exchange of the point can be urged to it. 
[0024] As mentioned above in the premium exchange system of this operation gestalt Since the 
premium which is made to display the screen of the premium list which indicates two or more 
premiums by list on 3d of displays of a terminal 3, and is exchanged from the screen of this 
premium list is made to choose By being able to respond easily only by correcting the content 
displayed on 3d of displays of a terminal 3, when run out of a premium occurs or it renews a 
premium, and renewing an unpopular premium, the charm of a premium can be heightened and a 
customer's attractiveness to consumers can be raised. Moreover, since the premium which the 
customer reserved is shipped at the receipt store by the specified receipt day, it is not 
necessary to prepare a premium for each store beforehand and to secure the storage space of a 
premium. And since the vending machine meeting of goods could be increased by making a 
customer come to the store at an affiliation store since the premium was exchanged at the shop 
front of each store, and the new point card is published at the time of recovery of a point card, a 
customer s reincarnation store can be urged. Furthermore, in the premium exchange system of 
this operation gestalt, a vender hands a customer the seal of a point size according to the sales 
amount at the time of goods sale, and since the customer is only sticking the received seal on 
the point card, the point card which becomes a customer from a magnetic card can be published, 
and like [ in the case of writing the point size according to the sales amount in a magnetic card 
at the time of sale of goods ], he does not need to install a reader writer in each store, and can

[Effect of the Invention] As mentioned above, whenever, as for invention of a claim 1 , a 
purchases goods, a vender gives a customer the point of a point size according to the sales 
amount of goods. It is the premium exchange method of giving the mark which shows the point to 
a point card, and receiving the premium according to the point size to which the point card was 
covered with the customer in exchange for a point card. If the data of the point size of a point 
card are transmitted to the server by the side of a vender after accessing the server by the side 
of a vender through a computer network from the terminal by the side of a customer In the 
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server by the side of a vender, by collating a point size with a database A point size required for 
the picture of the premium which can be exchanged, and exchange at the present point size, It is 
characterized by what the data of an inventory situation are shown to the display screen of a 
terminal, and the store which receives a premium while choosing the premium which wishes 
exchange from the content of a display of the display screen at the terminal by the side of a 
customer is specified, and is notified to a server. In the sen/er by the side of a vender, since the 
picture of a premium, its exchange point size, and the inventory situation are shown to the 
display screen of a terminal It is effective in the ability to heighten the charm of a premium and 
raise a customer s attractiveness to consumers by being able to respond easily only by changing 
the content shown to the display screen, when a premium is renewed or run out of a premium 
occurs, and renewing a premium frequently. Furthermore, in the server by the side of a vender, 
since only the information on the premium which can be exchanged is shown to the display 
screen of a terminal with the present point size, it is effective in the ability to prevent that the 
premium which makes selection of a premium easy and exceeds the present point size is chosen 
by narrowing down the alternative of a premium. Since what is necessary is just to deliver the 
premium chosen as the store which specified the store which receives a premium from the 
terminal by the side of a customer, and was specified moreover, it is necessary to prepare no 
premiums for each store, and there is no need of securing the storage space of a premium in 
each store. 

[0026] When the information on a premium exchange invention of a claim 2 for a server from the 
terminal by the side of a customer in invention of a claim 1 is transmitted, a server is effective in 
the ability to be able to prevent that a customer chooses the premium with which stock became 
zero by being characterized by to update the data of the inventory situation of the premium 
memorized in the database, and updating the inventory situation of a premium on real time. 
[0027] Since invention of a claim 3 is characterized by to arrange and show according to an 
exchange point size in case the server by the side of a vender shows the display screen of a 
terminal the data of the picture of a premium, its exchange point size, and an inventory situation, 
and the picture and the inventory situation of a premium summarize it according to an exchange 
point size in invention of a claim 1 and it is shown, it is effective in following an exchange point 
size as a guide and being able to choose a premium. 

[0028] Whenever, as for invention of a claim 4, a customer purchases goods, a vender gives a 
customer the point of a point size according to the sales amount of goods. It is the premium 
exchange system which gives the mark which shows the point to a point card, and receives the 
premium according to the point size to which the point card was covered with the customer in 
exchange for a point card. It consists of a terminal by the side of the customer connected 
through a computer network, and a server by the side of a vender, the aforementioned terminal It 
has a point input means to input the present point size of a point card, the aforementioned 
server By collating with a database the database which memorizes the data of the picture of a 
premium, an exchange point size required for exchange, and an inventory situation, and the point 
size inputted with the aforementioned point input means It has a premium information 
presentation means to show the display screen of a terminal the data of the picture of the 
premium which can be exchanged, an exchange point size, and an inventory situation with the 
present point size. The store which receives a premium while choosing as the aforementioned 
terminal from the content of a display of the display screen the premium which wishes exchange 
is specified. Since it was characterized by establishing an exchange information input means to 
notify to the aforementioned server and the premium information presentation means of a server 
has shown the display screen of a terminal the picture of a premium, its exchange point size, and 
the inventory situation It is effective in the ability to heighten the charm of a premium and raise 
a customer's attractiveness to consumers by being able to respond easily only by changing the 
content shown to the display screen, when a premium is renewed or run out of a premium 
occurs, and renewing a premium frequently. And since the premium information presentation 
means of a server has shown the display screen of a terminal only the information on the 
premium which can be exchanged with the present point size by collating with a database the 
point size inputted with the point input means, it is effective in the ability to be able to prevent 
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that the premium which makes selection of a premium easy and exceeds the present point size 
is chosen by narrowing down the alternative of a premium. Furthermore, that what is necessary 
is just to deliver the premium chosen as the specified store, since the store which receives a 
premium was specified and it has notified to the server while choosing the premium which wishes 
exchange with the exchange information input means of a terminal, since it is not necessary to 
prepare all premiums for each store, there is no need of securing the storage space of a premium 
in each store. 

[0029] Invention of a claim 5 responds to the information on the premium inputted by the 
exchange information input means in invention of a claim 4. By being characterized by preparing 
a renewal means of data to update the data of the inventory situation of the premium memorized 
by the database in a server, and updating the data of the inventory situation of a premium that 
the renewal means of data was memorized by the database, on real time It is effective in the 
ability to prevent that a customer chooses the premium with which stock became zero. 
[0030] Since it was characterized by to put in order and show it according to an exchange point 
size in case a premium information presentation means shows the display screen of a terminal 
the data of the picture of a premium, its exchange point size, and an inventory situation, a 
premium information presentation means summarized the picture and the inventory situation of a 
premium according to an exchange point size in invention of a claim 4 and invention of a claim 6 
has shown, it is effective in following an exchange point size as a guide and being able to choose 
a premium.
